By United Press The $30 every 
Thursday pension propose.!, most 
far-reaching of any pension plan 
to be suggested since old age 
iccurity legislation assumed a 
commanding position in polit- 
cal affairs, is perhaps the most 

widely discussed topic In Cal- 
fornla politics.

The plan has been denounced 
is a visionary scheme which 
would bring to California fin­ 
ancial ruin.

weekly to redeem warrants an­ 
nually.

Each Thursday, for 5? weeks, 
a 2-cent redemption stamp would 
have to bo affixed on each war­ 
rant to maintain Its potential 
value. The theory underlying the 
stamp attachments Is that at 
the end of a year there would 
bo 62 two-cent stamps on the 
back of each warrant, or $1.04. 
Holder of the warrant would pre­ 
sent it to the state and receive 
$1.00 in cash. The extra four 
cents would be retained by the 
state to cover administrative ex­ 
penses.

Warrants would have to be 
accepted by tax collecting agen­ 
cies of political subdivisions In 
payment of taxes, and the act 
further provides that 50 percent 
of state, city, county or other 
political subdivision employe sal­ 
aries must be paid in the scrip. 

Held a Direct Tax
Although the plan's promoters 

declare merchants in all classes 
of trade will accept the paper, 
the California state chamber of 
commerce has asserted the war­ 
rants could not be deposited in 
banks or credited to accounts. 
No person, firm or employe In 
private Industry can be com­ 
pelled to accept such "printing
ress warrants in place of 
loney."
Another apparent contradiction 

is the thesis that the plan Is 
not an idea involving new taxa­ 
tion. The state must issue tho 
stamps worth 2 cents, and sell 
them for cash. In effect, in the 
ipinion of impartial critics, the 

stamps_reproscnt a direct tax.
As presented by the petition 

campaign committee, arguments 
in favor of th«r plan include in 
part: "Warrants will be evenly 
distributed to five hundred thou­ 
sand people weekly. They will in­ 
crease business for every mcr- 
ihant who cooperates in the 

plan. It contemplates the widest 
spread of buying ever seen. 

Could Not Circulate
"It Involves no tax or cost to 

taxpayers now or later. The two 
cent stamp attached weekly Is 
a simple method disposing of 
each warrant by retirement in 
the same manner an automobile- 
or a home is paid for in weekly 
or monthly payments."

Opponents have presented the 
following views for consideration 
of the voters:

"This constitutional amend­ 
ment pretends to provide $30 a 
week for qualified individuals. 
It makes no such provision. At 
most, beneficiaries of its terms 
i'ou!d receive warrants of an ar-

"These warrants could not cir 

culatc in private business trans 
actions. If the warrants wcrct 
be usable it would be necessary 
for this amount (780,000,000 
worth of warrants distributed t 
an estimated 800,000 persons af 
tor one year to change hands 
each week, requiring transaction 
of more than $40,000,000,000 a 
year.

"The total income of the pcopli 
of the United States is only $80, 
000,000,000 a year. Business trans­ 
actions in this state could not 
under any conditions, provide a 
volume sufficient to support in 
circulation even a small frac­ 
tion of the-war rants which 
would be issued. Inability ol 
the warrants to circulate would 
destroy their assessed valu 
since no one could afford to hold 
.hem. The stamp charges (two 
percent a week) would be pro­ 
hibitive.

No Warning Allowed
The grey-haired, soft spoken 

director feels that ho progress 
can be made In the film indus­ 
try until the bonds of self-im­ 
posed censorships arc lifted.
